The State Highway Department h i» recentK completed a Farm to Market 


road extending from De Leon west Innards Sipe Springs a distance of 


x.r. miles. This road, as well as all other Farm to Market roads, is being 


built prim arily for the use of the people who live adjacent to it. 


In the period of just a few days time, since the road west of De Leon 


has been paved, there has been a number of instances in which farm 


machinery with lugs or cutting edges on the wheels have traveled over 


¡his pavement. In each instance the asphalt pavement has been damaged. 


If this practice is continued it will soon destroy the asphalt pavement. 


Let me remind you that there is a State law prohibiting tractors or other 


machinery with lugs or cutting edges on the wheels from using the 


paved portion of any road. Violations are punishable 1» a heavy line. 


I therefore request that all persons using the asphalt surfaced roads 


abide by the laws regulating traffic thereon and in so doing prolong 


both the life of the road as well as that of the fellow traveler. 


More Farm-to-Market roads are being planned for construction soon in 


Comanche County— one from Comanche out the Lake Road, and another 


from Highway :I6 to Beattie, another from H ighw ay 36 to Sidney, and 


another from Graham 's Chapel to Proctor. 


Such violations as running tractors with lugs or cutting edges might 


possibly endanger Comanche County’s chances of securing more of these 


much-needed roads!
